This is merely another Instance of 
the awakening of live stock interest 
in the west,.and an example of the 
benefit to pe delved from the farm- 
er working alén; co-operative -lines 
Last year the small wool growers 
obtained prices ranging from 8 to 10 
centé for their clips; this year gne 
price is practically doubled. ‘In addi- 
tion to these small producers the large 
flock owners have also availed them- 
selves of the opportunity. 

Among the wool growers sending 
shipments are Juseph Glenn, Sorth 
Qu’Appelle, 1,20, pounds; from For 
bisher 1,400 wounds, and from Nep- 
une, 1,200 po. nds. *
